HOUSING AND MEAL REGISTRATION INFORMATION 

Inexpensive and comfortable housing is available on the VU campus within a short walking distance of the Symposium site. 
Campus housing is sold as a package plan only: five nights starting Thursday (May 30) night and ending Tuesday (June 4) 
noon. The package plan includes four breakfasts and four lunches, from Friday to Monday, all served at a nearby cafeteria. 
Single or double rooms are available. Rates for Housing/Meal package are on the enclosed registration form. Please copy 
registration form if necessary. 

Guests accompanying the Symposium participants may have their own room or share a room with the Symposium 
participant, and rates are included in the registration form.

• Post a copy of your abstract if desired. 

• Do not write or draw on the poster boards. 

Presenters wishing to use a VCR must include a written request with their abstract submission. 
Presenters will be billed for electrical hookup and equipment rental. Fees must be paid in 
advance, before equipment is delivered.

Information Regarding Poster Competition 

Eligibility requirements are: 

1) The first author must be a current SDB member and an undergraduate, or a graduate student, 
or a first, second, or third year postdoctoral fellow. 

2) The submitted abstract must have a check in the box requesting participation in the poster 
competition. 

Guidelines for evaluating the posters: 

1) Quality of Science: 

• Logic and motivation for study 

• Documentation of results 

• Quantification 

• Conclusions appropriate from the data 

• References cited where necessary 

2) Impact on the field 

3) Innovativeness of approach 

4) Usefulness of a new technique 

5) Appropriateness of the study organism for addressing the issue 

6) Clarity of presentation and ease of reading 

7) Number of authors on the poster 

8) Whether the first author is a student or a postdoctoral fellow 

9) The intellectual input of the first author (judged in part by talking to the author and in part by 
analysis of other posters from the same lab).
